Thus, a typical comment reads, 
with reference to a small ‘‘Still 
Life’® by Luigi Lucioni, represent- 
ing a marble dish or ash tray in 
a form of a pair of hands, *‘Para- 
dox: a paradox is an ‘‘opposite 
thinking’® as suggested from its 
Greek origin and holds within its 
contradiction a single truth, It 
figures as a literary device for 
the sake of making a point with 
emphasis and imagination, This 
picture of marble hands is an 
example of a visual paradox - a 
pictorial debate about reality. The 
hands as represented are 
apparently marble - an unbeliev- 
able thing because hands are nor- 
mally bone and flesh; but oncloser 
examination, they are neither; they 
are paint,‘The painting looks real,

sion and expression of faith, as 
well as love, It is central to 
composition in every art, This 
construction consists of two plastic 
sheets, or planes, at right angles 
to each other which are brought to 
a single whole by the plastic string 
that binds them, Destroy a single 
strand and the unity is also des- 
troyed, The artist has said of this 
piece, ‘It does not represent any=- 
thing; it is a complete thing in 
itself,” 

But the introduction also cau- 
tions the reader that although such 
terms may be considered as ‘‘sign= 
posts that identify methods of 
analyzing, they are words 
ordinarily used in analyzing 
writing and do not often serve in 
the criticism of painting or sculp- 
ture, Consequently, the exhibition 
runs the risk of producing mislead- 
ing inferences,’’ And it is at this 
point that the visiting language 
teacher must step in, Neverthe=- 
less, the chief intent of the exhibit, 
as an educational display, is to 
help the teacher emphasize ‘‘the 
importance of ideas or concepts 
which find expression in different 
ways according to the kind of 
medium employed - sights, sounds, 
words,’’ and sotohelphim broaden 
his students’ horizons and develop 
their powers of clear thinking; but, 
lest they presume too much, the 
authors of the exhibit (the Addison 
Gallery staff) have provided a box 
wherein suggestions or comments 
may be deposited,

S.P.C.A.’s Angell Memorial Ani- 
mal Hospital, Boston, has urged 
the public to use more care in the 
use and storage of poisons, par- 
ticularly the more deadly rodenti= 
cides, 

In spite of repeated warnings 
in newspapers and through govern= 
ment agencies, the general public 
is still indiscriminately using and 
carelessly storing these lethal 
materials as evidenced by the 
number of poisoned pets treated 
at the Hospital. 

At this time of year, the hazards 
to pets and children may be in- 
creased because of the extensive 
use not only of garden poisons but 
rodent poisons. Rodenticides and 
other pesticides containing chemi- 
cal agents such as dicumerol and 
strychnine should be handled with 
the utmost care and should be 


cannot get at the material, 
Chemical agents whose labels de- 


used around children and pets 


Many owners of summer homes 
are in the habit of placing liberal 
supplies of rodent killers in and 


| close these homes for the season, 
| Dr, Thornton has reminded these 
property owners that they have a
